DAY OF FASTING AND PRAYER. 


Christians Asked to Observe October S— 


Result of the Political Drop. 


Chicago, Sept. 22.—At a mass meeting 


beld yesterday by D. L. Moody in tbe Y. 
M. C. A. Auditorium, and composed of 
ministers, laymen and Chirstiau people, 
the following resolutions were adopted: 
"To tho Christian Citizens of the United 
States—in common with a large number 
of our fellow-citizens of every religious 
and political creed, we believe that our 
nation is in the throes of a great conflict 
portending the most serious consequences 
unjess tnere bo the merciful interposition 
of "tbe_divine hand. 
We believe this <o 


be true independently of any settlement 
of tho prusent presidential contest one 
way or another. On tbo one hand, that 
mybterious factor known as 'public confi- 
dence' Is declining, as illustrated by the 
depression in both flnaccial and industri- 
al circles, whille on the other, political 
class_and even sectional feeling is running 
unusually high and likely to become in- 
tcneer na the day of elostion draws near. 
Not only is it true tbut questions requir- 
ing the most careful and dispassionate 
consideration arc very likely to be deter- 
mined in many instances in tbo heat of 
passion, but after thoir determination tbo 
results may prove baneful over n wide 
surface and for a langtbened period. 


"We would not view tbe situation, per- 


plexing and foreboding as it is, outside of 
its relation to tbe mind of God. We be- 
Liove in his presence and agency among 
us. He is the governor among tho ca- 
tions, and will bo Intreated of his people. 
But we beliovo this to be a time for Chris- 
tian patriots to follow the example of onr 
forefathers in earlier crises, wbicb have 
confronted us, and pray unitedly to him 
that kcepeth covenant and mercy for 
them that love him and keep his command- 
ments,' that he would visit us with es- 
pecial grace.

and earnestly urge our Christian fellow- 
citizens throughout 
the

n'eadth ot our land, irrespective of de- 
noninational or political affiliation,to join 
with us in observing Thursday, October 
8, as a day of fasting, confession and 
prayer to Almighty God that he will 
allay passion and restrain evil among us: 
that he will strengthen faith and inspire 
hopo that bo will impart wisdom and be- 
stow patience, and tbut he will forgive 
our iniquities as a nation and grant us 
:iis salvation. 


"We would further respectfully recom- 


mend that in addition to tbo gatherings 
beld in tbe usual plnece- of worship on 
that day, union meetings be arranged for 
in the afternoon and evening. ~wboro all 
may come together to unite their hearts 
and voices in w hat wo are persuaded is u 
ommon cause "

seen that the boy should bo given every 
educational advantage. Tbo classes in 
tho High school a few years ago contained 
very few boys but each year the number 
is growing larger. 


He said It wan bis dcslro to especially 


impress upon those who bad just entered 
tho High school the necessity and the 
value of completing the High school 
course 
Many of them would probably 


not; t'o to college and on leaving tho High 
school they would soon bo confronted 
with tho taafc of making a living for 
themselves. A gaocj education was an 
excellent foundation, to commence a life 
work on. 


Ho urged tho students at all times to 


observe a spirit of manliness which would 
give to tho High hchool u distinct stand- 
ing; that it might be favorably known 
through us representatives, tho students. 
It was bis dosiro, tbut tbe school spirit 
should increase and also that the boys 
would engage in athletics in a way that 
would be beneficial to themselves and tho 
High school.

Account of His Early Life, Strap* 


jrles and Triumphs. 


A Typical American Citizen. 


John liiley Tanner, the republican 


candidate for governor of Illinois, was 
born April 4, 1844, in Warrick county, 
Ind. Like many eminent men of this 
country, he began life in a very humble 
way on a farm, the particular site of his 
birth being a log house, three miles 
from Booneville, the county seat of War- 
rick county. His life, up to the time 
of his enlistment in the army, was that 
of the average farmer boy of that period. 
He, of course, attended the common 
school of his neighborhood and 
em- 


ployed the few weeks of each year that 
the requirements of the farm gave him 
in acquiring the rudiments of an Eng- 
lish education. The family exchequer 
did not admit of his being sent to col- 
lege and his additions to the 
rather 


meager schooling of his youth have 
been acquired in the harder, but not in- 
ferior, school of practical experience, 
ivhere, like many distinguished Amer^ 
leans, he was an alert and ready scholar. 
In breadth of Mew on public questions 
and true insight into human character, 
few men to-day surpass Mr. Tanner. 


The 'tanner family were all sturdy 


patriots. Their veins were full of fight- 
ing blood, and, when the flag of the 
Ijnion was assailed, they went heroic- 
ally to ite rescue. The family consist- 
ed, at the outbreak of the war, of eight 
members, the father and mother, four 
brothers and two sisters. The mother 
died at Carbondale, 111., in 18C3, and 
neither of the sisters now survives. The 
mule members of the family, five in 
number, all entered the union army. 
The father enlisted in the Fourteenth 
Illinois Cavalry, was captured, and end- 
ed his life in a rebel prison pen at Co- 
nmbus, Miss. He sleeps in a grave un- 
marked and unknown. Albert Tanner, 
one of the brothers, volunteered in the 
Twenty-sixth Kentucky infantry, was 
severely wounded in battle, and died at 
Nashville, Tenn., in 18G3.

eet brother, Frederick, enlisted in the 
Thirteenth Illinois ca\alry, and died in 
Liie hospital .'it Pine Bluff. Ark., Sep- 
ernber 4, 1804. J. M. Tanner, John's 
'pniaining brother, was also a member 
of the Thirteenth Illinois c.nulry, and 
erved with distinction through the war, 
leing- mustered out n lieutenant in rank, 
n ISOj. He still survives, and is an 
lonored citizen of Clay county, III. 


John K. Tanner, the subject of this

ness he continued until 1886, whfn he 
ivas elected state treasurer of Dlinoiaby 
one of the largest maiorities the state 
ever gave in an "off year," excepting 
ilone the phenomenal majority otlSMJ 
K>nich was also due in part to the excel-' 


lent management of Mr. Tanner a« 
chairman of the' itate central commit- 
tee. 


In t8S7 Mr. Tanner had the misfor- 


tune to lose his wife, who bad been to 
him a true helpmate. Left a widower 
with two children, his first thought was 
to give to the latter a good education, 
which should fit them properly for the 
duties of life. Lucinda J. Tanner, his 
daughter and the elder of the two, final- 
ly completed her education at an excel- 
lent school in Washington, IX C. His 
eon, J. Mack Tanner, graduated with, 
honor from Knox college at Galesburg, 
111., with the class of 1891. 


Mr. Tanner was for about one year 


United States marshal in the southern 
district of Illinois, by appointment of 
J'resident Arthur, and served for about 
the same time as a member of the rail- 
road and warehouse commission by ap- 
pointment of Gov. Fifer. 
Resigning 


the latter office, he was shortly there- 
after made, by President Harrison, as- 
sistant United States treasurer at Chi- 
cago, which latter place he held until 
the recent democratic appointee suc- 
ceeded him. 


In all positions held by Mr. Tanner he 


has demonstrated his business capacity 
and his thorough-going honesty. He 
has, faithfully and ably discharged all 
public trusts. 


Mr. Tanner is a prodigious'worker. 


He knows that a sluggard cannot suc- 
ceed in politics, any more than a lazy 
general can win battles.

Money la tlie United State*. 


We have in round numbers a cireula« 


tion of Seventeen Hundred Million Dol- 
lars, as compared with Eight Hundred 
Million Dollars in 1873; we have morn 
money altogether in circulation than 
any other country in the world; we 
have more money per head of popula- 
tion than any other country in tho 
world, with the sole exception 
of 


France, which by reason of its small 
banking facilities and the limited uso 
of checks, is compelled to keep a larger 
amount of per capita circulation than 
would be necessary or prudent other- 
wise. 


This country has in its currency, 


omiting fractions, nine dollars of silver 
for every man, woman and child Jn 
the country, as compared with two 
dollars in the United Kingdom, four in 
Germany, and less than one-half a dol« 
lar in Kussia. We have more than twice 
the money circulation of Great Britain 
with its enormous domestic and foreign 
trade. In fact, we hare money enough 
to do twice the business that we do. 


If a. man should have the miaforaune 


to receive a shot in the liver it would 
remain there unless found by the an- 
cient method of probe and knife. X 
rays, Koentgcn's process, aided by the 
appliances devised by all the electrical 
scientists of the age, are powerless 
against the texture of the liver. Prac- 
tieally every other portion of the human 
anatomy will yield to the penetrating 
power of the fliiorescope, but that liver 
declines to do anything of the kiud. 
At least this is the decision reached 
by Dr. William 5J. Fonvood, of the 
United States army. He declares that 
he has been unable to loco-to anything 
in or behind the liver when the rays 
are sent upon the body from the front. 
They will not penetrate that organ. 


Dr. Norwood is officially known as 


lieutenant colonel and, deputy surgeon 
general. He is on station lit headquar- 
ters in Washington and the duties of 
his office leave him considerable leisu •• 
time. This time he has used for many 
years in the study of applied scienoe« 
in the practice of his profession. He 
is noted in the medical world as an ex- 
perimentalist, and has produced some 
results which have overturned precon- 
ceived ideas. As a medical officer of 
1he array, and a ranking1 one ut that, 
he has the facilities at hard or attaina- 
ble for anything which will assist in 
making experiments. As soon nus I'rof. 
lioentgen made lite discovery Icnonn, 
Dr. Foiwood began hls> experiment;). 
He secured all the ap^iliam-es by requis- 
ition, "for the good of the service," nncl 
established a C'rookos tube laboratory 
unexcelled in the country. 


Then he commenced his experiments 


He photographed his orderly from ever} 
possible standpoint, en using that use- 
ful, 
but somewhat sensitive man to 


f-el a .strong desire lo get. out of the- 
service. He practiced on the hospital 
corps, and induced many of those who 
are attached to the general headquarter' 
in the capital city to submit them- 
selves to the influence of the rays. He 
assembled all of liis picture,", hut lit1 
never touched a livor. Then he went 
gunning for livers, but, so far has not 
been able to land one. 


Dr. Forviood was a member of the 


nrmy retiring board which adjourned 
Friday morning after holding sessions 
for several weeks at Cien. Merritt'i 
headquarters in the I'ullman building 
He is an enthusiast in medical matters, 
and especially X rays. It is said that 
he wanted to photograph the alleged 
disability of every officer who appearo.0 
before the board to be examined foi 
retirement. If they were all right the 
rays would show it. But somebody 
suggested that one o?1he officers mif 
fcred from chronic biliary derange 
incut. 


"Oh, 
well," said the deputy burgeon 


general, "if that's the matter with him 
we'll have to 1ry him in the old way 
I can't get a liver with the rays." 


That started the investigation eon 


corning the power of the rays. Several 
of the officers detailed for duty on tht 
board knew Dr. Forwood'b experiment* 
with the rays, and they asked him to 
toll wlvat he had done and what the 
reason is that the rays will not pierce 
a liver. The doctor agreed, but prefaced 
his remarks by saying that he knew 
no special reason why a liver shoulil 
resist the rays. He only knew that )1 
does.
